Because  of  his  known  natioroilistic  leanings  he  was 
under  constant  surveillance  by  the  Austro-Hungarian  authorities,  and 
his  effort  to  get  equal  rights  for  the  Cssch  language  at  Charles' 
University  in  Prague  bore  fruit  only  16  years  after  his  death.  Bohumll 
Eiselt,  the  other  co-founder  of  the  Journal,  was^e  young  assistant 
professor,  in  straightened  circumstances  in  1862$  he  later  wrote  the 
First  Cseeh  textbook  or  pathology  and  therapeutics,  was  head  (prednosta 
of  the  first  Cseeh  clitic  in  1674.  He  died  in  1908,  aged  77.
